The briefs and affidavits were writ- 
ten as answers to charges and peti- 
tions filed Aug. 23 by Edwin C. Jame- 
son as chairman of the s0-<allei 
Jameson bondholders’ defense cor- 
pany. Mr. Jameson attacked the 
Kuhn Loeb-Guaranty Trust reorgan- 
ization plan as unfair and in direct 
- violation of the orders of the United 
States Supreme court, and asked that 
the upset price be set of not less than 
$80,000,000 subject to the Puget Sound 
mortgage of $150,000,000 und the re- 
funding mortgage of $20,000,000. 

The major brief was written in be- 
half of the Guaranty Trust company 
of New York, as corporate trustee, and 
M. P. Callaway, as individual trustee, 
of the general and refunding mort- 


An affidavit of W. W. Colpitts of the 
engineering firm of Coverdale & Col- 
pitts, New York, was filed with the | 
trustees’ brief. Mr. Colpitts’ affidavit

MR. BRENNAN OPENS FIRE 
IN COOK. 


‘The fact that the Democratic senatorial candi- 
date was in a hospital on account of his recent 
mishap did not prevent his opening the camphign 
in Cook county with a notable broadside.

AMERICA FOR EUROPEANS. 
Edward M. House, who was President Wil- 
gon’s confidential adviser, continues, to run true 
to form. In the current issue of an American 
magazine aPhgtrs an article written by him and 
entitled “France Victorious but Defeated.” In it 
he blames the isolation policy of the United States 
for France’s present economic difficulties, declaring 
that it has been America’s attitude of nonpartici- 
pation in post-war European affairs which has 
prevented France from practicing economies and 
balancing her budget. 
Europe regards the United States with bitter- 
ness, says Mr..House, because it believes that all 
its troubles “ have come because the United States 
failed to keep the obligations made by the Presi- 


- @ent of the United States at Paris in 1919.” 


Just that, truly, is what the United States has 
done. It has refused to commit itself to principles 
and a course of action promised by one man whose 
head was turned by foreign adulation, whose stub- 
born ambitions made him forget nationalism for 
internationalism, and who aid not represent the 
major sentiment of his country. : 

The United States has refused to be bound by 
what this man did and said. The United States 
has refused to recognize any obligation because of 
what he did and-said. For he, though President 
of the United States, could not bind or obligate his 
nation by his word and pledge alone. He could not 
promise; he had, by constitutional decree, no right 
to promise. | 

A senate, led by a handful of stalwart thinkers, 
disowned the promises of this President of the 
United States, made it clear to foreign nations 
that he had spoken without authority, and made it 
equally clear what the future policy of the United 


' States toward Europe would be, so long as the

TAPPING THE RESERVOIR. 
As a result of the heavy rains in central Dlinois, 
the Illinois river is higher than it has been at any 
time since the Civil war. When this fact was 
made known to sanitary district officials, they 
agreed to curtall the flow from Lake Michigan 
to the minimum required to prevent sewage from. 
backing into Lake Michigan, It is hoped in this 
way to minimize the damage from floods. | 
The action of the sanitary board is wise, though 
tardy. It was dictated by common-sense considera- 
tions. Lake Michigan is a giant reservoir. When 
there is enough water in the river to dilute the 
city’s sewage, it is obviously wasteful to dilute it 
further with water from the reservoir. The same 
principle will appiy when the Illinois river is 
opened for navigation to Chicago. When there is 
enough water in tke river to maintain the mini- 
mum depth, it will be wasteful to add more from 
the lake. The reservoir should be tapped only 
when there is need for it. 


It is surprising that the officials of the sanitary 
district did not take the initiative as soon as they 


heard of the flood downstate. Their failure to act 


until requested to will add little to the good will 
toward Chicago in the Illinois river counties. At 
the same time it !s worth noting that the damage 
which even the maximiim flow from Lake Michi- 
gan can cause at such a time as this is not great. 
The river valley is a trough, roughly triangular 
in cross-section. A few thousand cubic feet of 
water a second will raise the water considerably in 
the bottom of the trough, but the higher the water 
gets, the wider is the area it spreads over. Once 
the river is out of its banks, the flow from Lake 
Michigan can add but little to the damage. It 
takes much less water to fill a triangular glass the 
first inch than the second inch.

He will also have the sup- 
port of a women’s organization, which by strenuous 
campaigning defeated the bill introduced two years 
ago to revive capital punishment. Probably the 
ladies in Detroit that tried to save the killer, Scott, 
will be all for Groesbeck, 
. Thus a shortsighted and unbalanced humanita- 
rianism finds itself allied with the forces of pro- 
fessional criminality, which in Michigan, as else- 
where, are glad to help it maintain the weaknesses 
of our defenses from violence, _ 

We are glad to see this issue out in the open 
where level headed citizenship can get a crack at 
it. There is no more. serious problem in our 
domestic Jife than erime, old fashioned crime, and 
how to deal with it, and it ought to be in the fore- 
front of our state and local politics. It has much 
more ‘to do with our common welfare than most 
of the questions with which politics makes a 
show of dealing and so long as the average citizen 
is indifferent to it or inclined to let some one else 
tackle it, the combinations of organized criminality 
with unscrupulous politics and false humanita- 
rianism will continue to prevail against every 
effort to make the punishment of crime efficient.

REPLY. 

I have written on the subject many 
times, but it is important enough to call 
for repeated notice, 

Of the various forms of fume poison- 
ing, carbon monoxide ranks easily first 
in the harm it is doing. The situation 
will not be met until several state laws 
have been passed and are enforced. The 
people must change several customs. 
Many trade practices must be modified. 
All of this is a man’s sizé job, and it 
cannot be done without publicity. 

Many people die annually from acute 
carbon monoxide poisoning. . 

We hear most of fatalities due to il- 
luminating gas and automobile exhaust 


gas. Most of the gas fatalities occur in — 


bedrooms at night. Most of the automo- 
bile exhaust gas fatalities occur in closed . 


known is the leaky stove and furnace. 
Most of these fctalities occur in homes 
at night. 


Chronic carbon monoxide poisoning 
less well known. It has had very little 
publicity. 

The chronic form of causes 
headaches, other aches, anemia, and a 
lot of other symptoms which are dis- 
abling and uncomfortable but seldom 
cause death. Among those who are es- 
pecially subject to chronic carbon mo- 
noxide ‘poisoning are cooks, laundresses, 
men who care for stoves and furnaces, 
workers in public garages, men whose 
work keeps them in tunnels, workers in 
gas plants, furnaces and rolling mills.

such deficiency at any time previ- 
ously supplied from that fund. 


19. All surplus of net earn- 
ings as above ascertained and de- 
termined, remaining at the end of 
each year, and all moneys in ex- 
cess of $5,000,000 at the end of 
any year in said stabilization fund, 
are to be forthwith paid as addi- 
tional contributions into the sink- 
ing fund or funds appertaining to 
the next maturing bond issue or 
issues if such contributions shall 
be more than sufficient to com- 
plete the payment of the then earli- 
est maturing issue.

cess amount then in such sinking 
fund, buy at the market price, but 
not above par, for the account of 
‘such sinking fund, any bonds of 
that particular issue, and the bonds 
so purchased may, at the discre- 
tion of the Company, be cancelled 
forthwith; or if that issue, shall 
have been retired, then such excess 
may be applied in like manner 
with respect to bonds of the then 
next maturing issue.
